Service JUcn There. 


The railway trains run daily to the 


top 'of Pike's Peak'four months in the 
year—from June 1 to the last of Sep- 
tember; sometimes a few days longer if 
there is patronage- enough .to pay, ex- 
penses. During tho rest of the year, 
eight long months, the signal-service 
men stay there alone-rtwo of them— 
and see nothing of the rest of mankind 
until the snow melts in the spring, al- 
though they are in constant communi- 
cation by telegraph. Sometimes, says 
a correspondent of the Chicago Becord, 
they come down on snowshoes io re- 
pair the wires if the _ storms tear them 
apart, and in an emergency they have 
been as far as' Manitou; or; Colorado 
Springs. 


The r'ailway grade has made these

be when there .was only the.mule trail 
to follow, but it's a long- seven miles 
and a very steep climb to return to their 
eerie.

According to a German "Review of 


Science for the Year 1894" there is a 
process now under trial in that coun- 
try and also in France for making 
sugar "synthetically" by means of com- 
mon illuminating- gas. The gas first 
enters a box provided with a porous 
partition upon which platinum has 
been deposited by some secret process 
known only to the inventor. The plati- 
num particles act upon-" the atoms of 
gas:and those of the vapor of water 
which is introduced at the proper time. 
In close contact in this manner con- 
densation and. precipitation occur, the 
residue being commercial sugar of 
great purity aud of highest grade. The 
cost is said to be much less than that 
of producing beet sugar, and the own- 
ers of the gas sugarmaking secret claim 
that they will eventually drive all 
other sugar producers out of the busi- 
ness.
